WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unemploy­ 
ment returned to a post-recession low of 
7.3 per cent in early January before the 
severe winter weather caused more than 
1 million unexpected layoffs, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The 0.5 per cent decline in joblessness 
from December was evidence of a 
stronger economy. But officials con­ 
ceded the report already is outdated. 
Preliminary government figures show 
“somewhere over 1 million” persons 
have been laid off recently by the effects 
of severe winter weather, officials said. 
Some analysts have said joblessness ac­ 
tually exceeds 9 per cent. 
Julius Shiskin, head of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, suggested the weather 
also may have contributed to the sharp 
decline in joblessness in the early part of 
January. 
The decline was caused largely by the 
unexplained exodus of some 440,000 from 
the labor force. “ One possible ex­ 
planation,” Shiskin said, “is that many 
job seekers discontinued their efforts to 
find employment because of the unusual­ 
ly cold weather. 
He also conceded the bureau's 
statistical method is not geared to 
drastic weather-related fluctuations, and 
his employes even had trouble collecting 
data because of the weather. 
As early as the week of Jan. 9 when the 
government survey was taken, Shiskin 
said the increase in weather-related 
layoffs and reduced working hours “was 
almost double that of any increase in the 
past five years.” 
But Shiskin said the January report 
was an indication of the “underlying 
trend” in the nation’s job market. Not 


since May has unemployment been as 
low as 7.3 per cent. 
Some seven million persons were un­ 
employed in early January, a decline of 
560,000 from the previous month. But 
most of the improvement was caused by 
a simultaneous decline in the total 
number of persons available for work. 
Total employment rose slightly to 88.6 
million last month. Much of the increase 
occurred in manufacturing, which has 
since been hard-hit by weatherrelated 
energy shortages. 
The staff of the House Budget Commit­ 
tee Thursday predicted unemployment 
during the cold wave could rise as high 
as 9.2 per cent. But the staff pointed out 
th a t it w ould be a tem p o ra ry 
phenomenon and that employment would 
rise after the crisis passed. 
As usual each January, the govern­ 
ment revised all unemployment data 
from the previous months and years to 
better reflect seasonal factors. 
The new figures showed that jobles­ 
sness declined from a recession high of 9 
per cent in May. 1975, to a post-recession 
low of 7.3 per cent last May. Unemploy­ 
ment was 7.8 per cent last December, 
down from the 1976 high of 8 per cent in- 
November. 
The worst news during January was a 
decline of 65,000 jobs in the construction 
industry, a result of unusually bad 
weather in many parts of the country. 
That situation has deteriorated even 
further in recent weeks. 
The average workweek also declined 
substantially in early January, another 
reflection of weather-related problems. 
The most severe decline in average 
hours occurred in the building trades.

Public Utilities Commission examiner 
James D Tante Thursday ended three 
days of hearing Into Park Water Co ’s 
request for a sewer rate increase in 
Vandenberg Village, and ordered the 
hearing reconvened in Los Angeles Mon­ 
day. 
Park seeks a 176 per cent increase in 
the monthly sewer rates for an es­ 
timated 1,700 homes and businesses, or 
an increase from $5.25 a month for 
homes to $14.50. Company official Daniel 
M. Conway testified that the increase is 
needed to give the company a return of 
9.5 per cent on their investment. 
The final day of testimony in Lompoc 
was marked by frequent sparring 
between PUC staff officials and Conway, 
but the exchanges failed to shake 
Conway’s insistence that accepted ac­ 
counting and engineering procedures 
amply supported the company's claims 
for rate increases. 
Highlight of the afternoon session was 
a summary of the public opposition by 
John 
Flaherty, vice president of 
Vandenberg Village Association 


The association was the chief voice for 
the residents during the three days of 
hearing. 
Much of Flaherty’s presentation wa& a 
sum m ary of m aterial 
origin ally 
presented by John Sutherland, chairman 
of the association's utilities and water 
committee. 
Flaherty reiterated the association’s 
position that some of the financial 
burden of joining the new regional sewer 
plant program, should be shifted to 
future users of the system, by increasing 
the hookup fee from the current $295 to 
$800 
Flaherty also criticized the proposals 
that would require homeowners pay the 
company continuing interest on the sum 
of money borrowed by the company for 
joining the regional plant. 
Flaherty called for a top return of five 
per cent on the investment rather than 
the 9.5 per cent sought by the company. 
“If one looks at the company equity 
funds of $284,712 actually employed in 
the project,” he said, “the proposed rate 
of return is 26 per cent.” 
Income taxes paid by the company also 
came unuer ure **i was unable in my 


questioning of company witness Conway 
to determine amounts of income taxes 
actually paid by the company.“ 


Flaherty was critical of company 
suggestions that a lower monthly sewer 
service fee could be possible in the 
future. He said “ .. it is very difficult in­ 
deed to prod a utility into reducing rates 
once established ” 


Flaherty called for a monthly fee of 
$10 to equal the fee now being charged 
residents in the City of Lompoc 


In conclusion, Flaherty said the as­ 
sociation proposal that included an $800 
connection fee and a $10 monthly service 
charge would provide the company a 
“generous return on the investment ” 
“This is especially so.” Flaherty said, 
"when 
viewed in the light of reduced 
risk and responsibility of the new 
operation ” The latter was a reference to 
the fact that the hookup with the regional 
system will effectively end Park's opera­ 
tion of sewer treatment programs, and 
relegate the company to the function of a 
collection agency for the monthly fees 
from homeowners.

County stands to gain on lease

The County of Santa Barbara stands to 
gain in a number of ways through the 
leasing of a 4.5-acre parcel of land 
between the Lompoc Shopping Center 
and the high school to the City of Lompoc 
for park purposes 
For one thing, the county has been pay­ 
ing up to $3,000 a year just for weed 
abatement on the property. With the city 
developing and maintaining the area as a 
park, that amount will not have to be 
spent in the future 
Additionally, the racquetball facility 
that is to be developed on approximately 
one-half acre of the site will have a value 
of about $500.000, which will generate a 
total of about $15,0000 a year in posses­ 
sory interest property taxes to various 
jurisdictions. 
Minimal, but still a plus, is the fact 
that the city will pay the county a dollar 
a year for the use of the property. 
Major features of the proposed 50-year 
lease were disclosed at a meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors this week, with 
final action on it scheduled next Monday.

Black leaders seek 
$2 billion for jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A group of 
black elected officials asked President 
Carter today to spend $2 billion to create 
jobs for what they called the “maximum 
unemployee person in this country”—the 
black urban teen ager. 
Spokesmen for the group said Carter 
took the request under consideration and 
would discuss the problem with his labor 
secretary. 
Carter, in turn, presented to the group 
a two-page list of prospective black ap­ 
pointees to high positions that the of­ 
ficials said surprised them by its length 
and its inclusion of “extremely impor­ 
tant” posts. 
“We were not aware of many of the ap­ 
pointm ents that were under con­ 
sideration,” said Richard G. Hatcher, 
mayor of Gary, Ind., and group spokes­ 
man. But he declined to be specific about 
which jobs and what persons. 
Hatcher said Carter “listened and took 
under consideration” the proposal to 
provide up to $2 billion on jobs for black 
urban teen-agers. 
Rep. Parren J. Mitchell, D-Md., said 
the group w ill m eet with Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall “very soon” 
about finding jobs for black teenagers.

The agreement provides that the City 
of Lompoc spend $25,000 in the develop­ 
ment of the park area during the first 
three years of the lease and an additional 
$50,000 before the end of the fifth year 
Assistant County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Jeffrey Samson also said the lease 
provides that persons in the unincor­ 
porated areas of the county could have 
free use of the city park, once developed 


At the end of the 50-year lease, the 
property reverts to county jurisdiction, 
free of any encumberances The city also 
will carry necessary fire and liability in­ 
surance on the premises. 


The property, near H Street and 
College Avenue, was acquired in 1948 
from the War Assets Administration and 
originally had been intended for use as 
an airport 


There now are no restrictions on its 
use, and the county has no projected use 
of the property during the 50-year term 
of the lease, Samson said. 


Spurred by a 38 per cent increase in 
sales by automotive dealers and sup­ 
pliers. taxable sales in Lompoc showed a 
gain of nearly $2 million, or 13.3 per cent, 
over the same period a year ago during 
the third quarter of 1976, it was reported 
today 
The State Board of Euqalization’s 
quarterly report on taxable sales showed 
that Lompoc's total during the period 
was $17.5 million, with $15.5 million of 
that accounted for by retail establish­ 
ments. 
In the 10 specific retail categories sur­ 
veyed by the board, seven recorded 
gains The three that showed declines in 
sales were apparel stores, down by 
$15.000 to a total of $606,000; general 
merchandise stores, down $50,000 to $2.9 
million; and packaged liquor stores, 
down $26.000 to $540.000 
In the stores showing a gain, establish- 
m en ts 
se llin g au to m o b iles and 
automotive supplies had a total of $3.4 
million, up by $929,000 over the same 
period a year ago. 
Also scoring a heavy gain were 
building material and farm supply 
dealers whose sales wee up $84.000 to 
$801,000 for an increase of 11.7 per cent, 
and home furnishings and appliance out­ 
lets. up 13 per cent with increased sales 
amounting to $122,000 and a total of $1.1 
million 
Food stores, with sales of $1.4 million, 
were up $61,000 or 5 per cent, service 
stations, $1.7 million, up $105,000 or 6.5 
per cent; and eating and drinking es­ 
tablishments, up $8,000 to $1.6 million, a 
gain of one half of one per cent. 
Other retail outlets not in one of the 
specific 10 categories accounted for 
business totaling $1.1 million, up $31,000 
for a gain of 2.8 per cent. Non-retail out­ 
lets having taxable sales also scored a 
major gain, increasing in sales by 
$562,000 for a total of $2 1 million, up 38 3 
per cent. 
Retail sales of $15,5 million were com­ 
pared to $14 1 million during the same 
period of the previous year for a gain of 
9.5 per cent. 


Harsh weather eases; 
emergency gas on way

Harsh winter weather moderated over 
much of the East today and a newly 
signed emergency energy bill sent 
natural gas pulsing to the energy-drained 
Northeast, but new snows snarled 
emergency efforts to dig out snowbound 
Buffalo, N Y 
The economic toll of one of the bit­ 
terest winters ever continued to mount 
and a UPI count showed more than 3 
million workers idled by weather and 
energy problems. 
Cleanup operations were just beginn­ 
ing to open a few streets and traffic was 
just starting to move Thursday in snow- 
covered Buffalo when new snow, whip­ 
ped by 40-mile-anhour winds, blew into 
the city. 
Though only three inches fell, it 
produced turmoil in the already buried 
community. 
Motorists who ventured 
onto the streets fit for travel got snarled 
in new snow and jammed cars. City bus 
service was temporarily suspended. 
“This damn’ snow is further com­ 
plicating things for u s," a city 
spokesman said. 
City officials estimated Buffalo has 
lost at least $100 million in manufactur­ 
ing, salaries and sales in the past week. 


Light snow also hit New York City. 
Most of the East enjoyed a brief 
respite from the bitter cold but the 
National Weather Service warned a new 
round of subzero temperatures was ex­ 
pected in the upper Midwest during the 
weekend and probably would spread to 
the East. 
A law signed by President Carter 
W ednesday night began speeding 
emergency supplies of natural gas to 
areas where it is most needed. 
Federal Power Commission Chairman 
Richard Dunham said 103 million cubic 
feet of gas started moving up the Tran­ 
scontinental Gas pipeline after an in­ 
trastate line in Texas was ordered to 
carry the fuel. 


Dunham said additional emergency 
movement of up to 650 million cubic feet 
per day were under consideration and 
that gas deliveries from Canada and 
Mexico were being arranged. 
He said emergency deliveries would 
“almost guarantee” that homes could be 
kept warm and life and property 
protected but that the extra gas would 
not allow reopening of plants closed by 
the energy crisis. 
Philadelphia Mayor Frank Rizzo 
ordered almost all city schools reopened 
Thursday for regular classes and three 
major southwest Pennsylvania utilities 
gave schools a green light to reopen, 
though maintaining a ban on evening and 
weekend school activities. 
Ethiopian coup 
leader consolidates 
strongman powers 


ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia (UPI I - Lt. 
Col. Mengistu Haile Mariam con­ 
solidated his power today as the un­ 
disputed strongman of Ethiopia, his 
chief opponents executed or slain in a 
bloody attempted coup. 
Brig. Gen Tefari Benti, the titular 
head of state, was reported executed 
along with six followers when Mariam 
crushed what the official Addis Ababa 
radio called an attempted coup within 
the ruling military junta known as the 
Dergue 
(Diplomatic sources in Nairobi said 
the Dergue members probably were 
killed in Thursday morning’s fighting 
rather than being executed and 
described the shooting as an inter- 
Dergue power play rather than a coup.) 
Troops patrolled the streets today and 
U S -built tanks and armored personnel 
carriers guarded the Dergue's head­ 
quarters at the palace. An overnight 
curfew clamped on the city after the gun- 
battle remained in effect.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - First lady 
Rosalynn Carter personally helped ob­ 
tain the Georgia prison release of a con­ 
victed murderess so the woman can 
become Amy Carter’s nursemaid and a 
member of the White House staff, Mrs 
Carter’s spokesman said today. 
Press secretary Mary Hoyt told UPI 
that Mrs. Carter requested the release of 
longtime family friend Mary Fitz­ 
patrick, 33, to take care of 9-year-old 
Amy. Mrs Fitzpatrick has been serving 
a life term for the murder of a man in 
1970 
“Mrs. Carter wrote the letter asking 
the parole board if it was inclined to 
parole Mrs 
Fitzpatrick,” said Mrs 
Hovt. 
' 


She said that Mrs Fitzpatrick would 
arrive in Washington later today and will 
also become the nurse for President 
Carter’s next grandchild when the baby 
is bom to the wife of Chip Carter next 
month, Mrs. Hoyt said 
“I can’t believe the whole thing is hap­ 
pening,” said Mrs. Fitzpatrick in Atlanta 
Thursday. She said she last saw Amy 
when she spent the night with the 
President’s daughter Jan. 20 when 
Carter was inaugurated. 
Although her final reprive did not 
become effective until 6 a.m. EST today, 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick has taken care of Amy 
a number of years in the past as a part- 
time inmate at the request of the 
Carters She will formally be paroled 


April 1. 
She served as Amy’s nursemanid from 
the age of 3 to 7 in the Atlanta mansion 
while Carter was governor of Georgia. 
Prisoners have been used for many 
years in the governor’s mansion in 
Georgia as members of the household 
servant staff. They are brought to and 
from the mansion in state police patrol 
cars and returned to the prison after the 
work day is over 
Mrs. Hoyt said she presumed Mrs. Fitz­ 
patrick had undergone se c u r ity 
clearance by the Secret Service. 
“I talked to Mrs Carter after I found 
out yesterday I was going to be 
released,” she added. “She was very 
happy.”

E Ralph Adamson 
Adamson says Consiglio must 
comply with the county health 
code requiring a hood over 
restaurant cooking facilities by 
Feb 15 or his office “will have 
to take other action “ 
Consiglio explained that his 
troubles with the county started 
when “we moved our cooking to 
the back to make more room 
for customers.’’ 
The county code has 
"no 
relationship to the way we 
cook,’’ he maintains “because 
the letter of the law does seem 
to be inflexible, we are appeal­ 
ing to the Board of Supervisors 
for emergency action “ 
Consiglio declared he and his 
wife are seeking “a change in 
the codes governing all food es­ 
tablishments so that people who 
cook with electricity tne way 
we do — just like cooking at 
home — are not forced to put in 
equipment they cannot afford 
and do not feed.”

Speed-up of LNG facility 
urged by Governor Brown 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. is 
working to speed up state ap­ 
proval of a controversial 
liquefied natural gas terminal 
to head off a projected gas shor­ 
tage in California rivaling that 
of eastern states, a key adviser 
says. 
Unless construction of harbor 
facilities is approved by 1978 to 
handle explosive liquefied 
natural gas (LNG). California 
faces severe curtailments of 
gas in four to five years which 
could result in layoffs of about 
700,000 workers, state and 
utility experts agree. 
Tom Quinn, a member of 
Brown's cabinet and chairman 
of the Air Resources Board, 
said Thursday the governor has 
made a “ strong commitment" 
to assure state approval of a 
harbor site for LNG tankers by 
the end of the year. 
Quinn said the governor “ con­ 
siders this to be a key issue and 
is spending a lot of time on it” 
to make sure the state is geared 
up for swift review of three 
alternate sites for the tanker 
facilities It was a prime topic 
at a late meeting of the 
governor and his top advisers 
which lasted into the early 
hours of Wednesday morning. 
Without the LNG, experts 
predict that about 38,000 small 
and medium businesses such as 
bakeries and restaurants which 
rely on natural gas would 
be shut down som etim e 
between 1980 and 1982 
But critics, and even some 
supporters, warn that the 
liquefied gas is highly volatile 
and could result in massive 
damage if an explosion oc­ 
curred in a populated area 
As Quinn described it, “ A 
tanker collision or a major 
malfunction on an onshore 
facility would produce an enor­ 
mous explosion and a cloud of 
liquefied gas would go into the 
air and then ignite, burning up a 
large area along with all the 
people in that area.” 
Quinn said the Brown ad­ 
ministration is “ very con­ 
cerned about the dangers” but 
hopes the tanker terminal can 
be located in a remote area 
where the risk of human life 
would be slight 
Backers of the project, 
Southern California Edison and 
Pacific Gas & Electric, praise 
the safety record of LNG 
tankers and minimize the 
dangers 
If approved by a vast array of 
state, federal and local of­ 
ficials, a term inal would 
receive enough liquefied gas 
starting in the early 1980s to 
provide up to one-third of the 
state's gas supplies Hie gas 
would come from Indonesia and 
existing fields at Cook Inlet in 
South Alaska 


The utilities have proposed 
three alternate sites for an 
LNG terminal — Los Angeles. 
Oxnard and Point Conception 
Mexico 
aiding gas 
supplies 


M EXICO CITY (U P I) - 
Mexico has begun shipping an 
emergency supply of 2 4 billion 
cubic feet of natural gas to the 
United States to help ease the 
fuel shortage brought on by one 
of the coldest American winters 
of the century. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman 
said Thursday the gas began 
moving during the day a week 
ahead of schedule 
*MMexico) has managed to 
hook up a pipeline connection 
between Reynosa and McAllen. 
Tex ." said Peter Cameo, the 
embassy’s petroleum and min­ 
erals officer. 
Carrico said the government 
of President Jose Lopez Por­ 
tillo had agreed to send 
emergency supplies of up to 2 4 
billion cubic feet of natural gas 
to U S points over 60 days even 
though Mexico consumes more 
than it produces and usually 
must import the fuel 
Outgoing U.S. Ambassador 
Joseph John Jova called Mex­ 
ico's actions "very generous.” 
“ We (the U.S.) are in a jam,” 
he said 
The gas will be shipped at the 
rate of up to 40 million cubic 
feet a day—enough to meet the 
needs of a city of about 100,000 
people—and will sell at U S in­ 
trastate rates of between $1 90 
and |2 15 per million BTUs. 
Mexico produces about 19 
billion cubic feet of natural gas 
per day. 
The embassy spokesman said 
he was unable to explain Mex­ 
ico’s rapid action in getting the 
natural gas moving 
"Maybe they (the Mexican oil 
monopoly PEM EX ) were just 
being conservative earlier, or 
maybe they have diverted some 
lines," Carrico said 
Mexico also has agreed to 
send 600,000 million barrels of 
crude oil across the border and 
make available another 2 
million in addition to the 120,000 
barrels it normally exports dai­ 
ly 
The crude oil reportedly will 
sell for $12 65 a barrel, a dis­ 
count of nearly 6 per cent from 
Mexico’s current export price 
of $13 45 


Explosions 
rips DA's car

An explosion early today ripped 
through a district attorney’s un­ 
occupied car and another bomb 
went off inside the Federal Im­ 
migration Building, police said 
Joseph Freitas Jr .’s car was 
parked outside his home when 
the bomb exploded There was 
no immediate damage es­ 
timate 
The second explosion in a 
bathroom off the main lobby of 
the Federal Immigration Build­ 
ing caused about $600 damage 
There were no injuries 
Radio station KCBS said a 
caller identifying herself as a 
member of the New World 
Liberation Front claimed the 
terrorist underground group 
was responsible for the building 
explosion 
The NWLF has been linked to 
several bombings in the Bay 
warea in recent years, in­ 
cluding five blasts which 
damaged four utility company 
transformers in Cupertino.

Diversion of 
Alaskan water 
recommended 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
House GOP leader John J 
Rhodes says it’s time to dust off 
a 10-year-old plan for diverting 
the chilly waters of Alaska to 
the drought-stricken West 
“ You’d bring it through the 
trenches of the Canadian 
Rockies, and as it dropped it 
would produce power,” Rhodes 
told the Western Newspaper In­ 
dustrial 
Relations Bureau 
Thursday 
“ It would bring a heck of a lot 
of water " 


The Arizona lawmaker said 
the plan was first proposed in 
1967 by the Ralph M Parsons 
Co. of Pasadena, a large 
engineering firm. 


“ But we never do anything 
about these studies until we 
have a drought,” Rhodes said 


The company’s chief scien­ 
tist. Nathan W Snyder, said m 
Pasadena that he was delighted 
to hear Rhodes was talking 
about the plan. 


" I think it will be implement­ 
ed eventually.” Snyder said “ I 
think President Carter has the 
engineering background to un­ 
derstand its full implications " 


Snyder said the late Ralph M 
Parsons spent about $1 million 
to develop the project, which 
calls for the construction of a 
network of canals and tunnels 
connecting huge dams and 
reservoirs extending from 
northern rivers to arid areas of 
the United States and Mexico.

Senate aides favors 


liberal pot measure 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
Senate aide is optimistic about 
prospects for decriminalizing 
marijuana, but says the outlook 
depends heavily on whether the 
bill wins President Carter's 
backing 


An aide in the office of one of 
the three members of Congress 
introduced legislation Thursday 
to lighten penalties for posses­ 
sion and nonprofit sales of 
small amounts of marijuana 
said his boss thinks chances are 
good for passage this session 
The bill was offered in the 
Senate by assistant Democratic 
leader Alan Cranston of Cali­ 
fornia and Sen Jacob Javits. R- 
N Y 
Rep Edward Koch. D- 
N Y . introduced it in the 
House 


Changes in federal law would 
not affect state laws outlawing 
marijuana, but might set an ex­ 
ample states could follow. The 
Senate source emphasized the 
feeling of optimism was con­ 
ditioned on a hoped-for 
favorable reaction from Carter, 
who during his cam paign ex­ 


pressed positive feelings about 
decrim inalization but not 
legalization of the weed. 
Also, the source said, pros­ 
pects look good because of an 
increasing public demand for 
relaxing the laws — some form 
of decriminalization now has 
passed or is being considered in 
40 states. 
The bill would set a max­ 
imum civil fine of not more 
than $100 for possession and 
nonprofit sale of one ounce or 
less of marijuana Commercial 
sale would remain a criminal 
offense 
In a letter to the President 
Thursday, the three sponsors 
said 
“ We urge your personal sup­ 
port for the decriminalization 
of federal marijuana laws and 
request that, in the course of 
your administration's review of 
existing policy, every consid­ 
eration be given to early action 
for reform of these laws and to 
the development of a compre­ 
hensive national policy on 
overall drug abuse in the United 
States ” 
Vance outlines objective 
of his mission to Moscow 


W ASHINGTON (U P Il - 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
promises a major effort in 1977 
to persuade Russia and the 
West to limit conventional 
weapons, and to restrict arms 
sales to the Middle East and 
possibly to Africa 


In an interview with UPI and 
AP Thursday. Vance disclosed 
his M arch 28 m ission to 
Moscow will focus on a broad 
range of arms control issues 
rather than on concluding a se­ 
cond strategic arms limitation 
accord. 


“ I believe that the area of dis­ 
armament. or arms reduction, 
in the conventional arms area is 
of critical importance," he 
said “ It is the area where the 
largest amount of money is 
spent, and it is a very serious 
and substantial problem ” 


Vance, the nation’s 57th 
Secretary of State, conducted 
the interview in the State 
Department's seventh floor of­ 
fice occupied by Henry Kis­ 
singer until Jan 20 


He sat relaxed in a wing-back 
chair, gently twiddling his half­ 
moon spectacles His mood was 
genial; his answers, quick, 
although often highly qualified. 


Vance said he expects these 
items on his Moscow agenda: 


—An effort to get East-West 


negotiations in Vienna on 
mutual reduction of force levels 
in Central Europe "out of the 
doldrums and give them very 
high priority " 


—An exploration of the pos­ 
sibility the Soviet Union and the 
United States might limit arms 
shipments to the Middle East 
(In the past Moscow has said it 
was prepared to limit ship­ 
ments to its Arab friends only 
on conclusion of a Middle East 
peace settlement i 


—A discussion with Soviet 
leaders on "how we might 
proceed to reduce the general 
sale and transfer of arms 
throughout the world."

“ You can’t avoid the guy 
that’s got the troops.” Young 
told an informal news confer­ 
ence on his second day in' 
Africa. “ Smith’s there to be 
dealt with and theres no way of 
avoiding that.” 
Young was responding to de­ 
mands from frontline African 
nations that Britain and the 
United States should pursue a 
Rhodesian settlement with 
black nationalists and without 
Smith who has announced his 
intention of seeking a peaceful 
transition of power internally 
rather than at the Geneva talks. 
" I think Smith can pursue an 
internal solution but no one will 
recognize it,” Young said. 
“ Most of the people in Rhodesia 
will realize Smith is leading 
them down a dead end path.” 
Young relaxed for much of 
the day on this Indian Ocean 
island, playing an early morn­ 
ing game of tennis and walking, 
but later planned to meet the 
leaders of Tanzania, Zambia. 
Burundi, Rwanda, Madagascar 
and the Comoro islands for a 
first round of informal talks 


Young told reporters the 
Carter administration had not 
yet formulated its policy 
toward South Africa. 


“ None of us yet know what 
exactly we want to do” toward 
South Africa, he said. Tanzani­ 
an officials have expressed con­ 
cern at what they called 
“ disturbing signs” that Presi­ 
dent Carter planned to increase 
investment in South Africa. 


Young also said there would 
be no conflict between the 
United States and African 
states at the United Nations 
where Washington has a record 
of vetoing resolutions aimed at 
isolating South Africa. 


“ I don’t think well have a 
problem with that,” he said “ If 
the African nations think we re 
serious then we’ll get coopera­ 
tion ’’

Congress gives clue to 
action on tax cut, lobs 


WASHINGTON (U fr) - Con­ 
gress has given its first solid 
clue as to what it may do with 
President Carter’s tax cut and 
jobs plan. 
The House Budget Commit­ 
tee, first of several panels to 
act on the proposal, voted 
Thursday to double the amount 
Carter proposed for jobs during 
the first year. 
It left Carter’s tax rebate and 
tax cut proposals unchanged, 
but some of them were under 
attack in other committees, 
which still are considering the 
package. 
The President had proposed 
$18 billion in spending for jobs 
this fiscal year as part of his 
$31 2 billion, two-year package. 
By votes of 14-10 and 15-8 the 
committee approved an addi­ 
tional $1.8 billion in the form of 
job-creating programs for 
youth, minorities, state and 
local governments and public 
works construction. 


That still was not as much as 
such groups as the AFL-CIO 
and the Conference of Mayors 
wanted for jobs, and there were 
certain to be new fights when 
the bill reaches the full House 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Robert Giaimo, D-Conn , said 
heavy pressure from constitu­ 
ents and mayors to reduce un­ 
employment and fears about 
the economic impact of the cold 
winter prompted the panel’s ac­ 
tion. 
“ Arthur Burns, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve, told the 
House Banking Committee the 
adverse weather would have no 
“ large or lasting" effect on the 
economy 
He said “ further 
good gains in economic ac­ 
tivity” are likely during 1977. 
Burns said Carter’s proposed 
$50 
per 
person 
tax 
rebate is an “ inefficient" way 
to stimulate the economy. He 
said the administration “ has 
not proved any stimulation is 


needed. I would have preferred 
to wait a little.” 
The rebate also was criticized 
in the House Ways and Means 
Committee, but many said they 
would learn to live with it 
because by now the American 
people have come to expect it. 
The Senate Banking Commit­ 
tee urged that $5 billion be ad­ 
ded to Carter’s package for low- 
interest mortgage purchases to 
encourage housing and that $20 
billion be committed for hous­ 
ing programs over the next 
several decades. 
There were moves in several 
committees to compress Car­ 
ters’ proposed $2 billion author­ 
ization for public works this 
year and $2 billion next into $4 
billion this year 
The House Budget panel con­ 
curred in that, although it in­ 
cluded only $500 million of this 
in its spending estimate for this 
year. It said the rest would be 
spent later

Late-January car sales fall 


D ETRO IT (U P I) - The 
harsh winter that crippled 
much of the East slowed the 
U.S. auto industry's assault on 
the record books and late- 
January new car sales fell some 
30,000 below the target. 
But figures released by the 
four U.S. auto companies 
Thursday showed strong early 
January sales were enough to 
push deliveries for the month 6 
per cent ahead of 1976 for the 
best January in four years 
Imported cars, paced by 
record performances by the 
Japanese Toyota and Datsun, 
were up an estimated 33 per 
cent. 
“ We can’t build cars, deliver 
cars or find customers even 
willing to brave the winter to 


come out and buy a new car," 
one analyst explained 
“ We 
should get most of those sales 
back when the weather warms 
up unless unemployment 
rises.” 
Sales in the final 10-day 
period totaled 234,642 cars, 
down 7 per cent from last year 
on a daily sales basis. The nor­ 
mal upbeat tempo that started 
the year should have given the 
industry approximately 265.000 
sales in the Jan. 21-31 period, 
analysts said 
It was the first 10-day period 
since last November — when 
the effects of a strike against 
the Ford Motor Co. cut sales — 
that the industry has not topp- 
ped a year-earlier sales period 
Industrv executives had been 


Teen-agers arrested with 
half-million dollars 


ALICE. Tex (U PI) - Two 
teen-agers arrested with half a 
million dollars in cash appar­ 
ently obtained the money by 
digging up a narcotics traffick­ 
er’s loot, according to inves­ 
tig ato rs in 
the youth's 
hometown. 
This South Texas city is on 
one of the major narcotics 
smuggling routes between Mex­ 
ico and the United States 
“ With that amount of money I 
definitely believe it’s nar­

Another officer said the

“ Nobody has come forward 
to claim this money,” said 
Waco. Tex., police spokesman 
Danny Dayton, “ so we think it 
safe to assume that it had a 
nefarious background " 


The teen-agers told police 
they dug up the money on a 
ranch near Alice 
Percy Garcia. 15, and Dean 
Bridges. 16, were stopped this 
week in Waco, 500 miles north 
of their hometown, on a routine 
traffic violation 
During a 
search of their possessions the 
money was found, along with a 
small quantity of marijuana 
and a 9mm automatic pistol, 
authorities said. 
The boys have told officers 
that after finding the money 
they boarded a bus for Chicago 
When the bus arrived in Dallas, 
however, they decided they’d 
rather make the trip by car 
“ They bought a 1977 Thunder- 
bird Monday using a third party 
as a purchasing agent.” said 
policeman Joe Rodriguez “ The 
man has corroborated their 
story up to that point ” 
The car was purchased for 
$8,000 cash and they gave the 
man $2,000 for his trouble 


predicting new car sales this 
year would approach the record 
11.4 million sold in 1973 
For the month, the four com­ 
panies sold 601,325 cars, up 6 
per cent from last year and the 
best since the opening month of 
1973 when the industry was 
heading for a record year Ex­ 
cept for the harsh winter, 
January sales probably would 
have been the second best on 
record, analysts said. 
Parts shortages and fuel in­ 
terruptions continued to plague 
the industry’s attempts to meet 
production schedules.

gas. 
The governor’s intended pur­

California utilities had agreed 
to loan 10 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas this month to states 
hard hit by fuel shortages 
But the atmosphere became 
testy when some reporters 
suggested to Brown he was tak­ 
ing credit for something he had 
little or no part in arranging.

In advance of an orientation 
meeting Feb. 15 to which resi­ 
dents of the College Elemen­ 
tary School District have been 
invited to learn the reasons for 
the calling by the board of 
trustees of $690,000 bond elec­ 
tion March 8, a fact sheet 
relating to the bond measure 
has been distributed by the 
school district to parents and 
residents. 
In answer to a question as to 
why the bond issue is needed, it 
was said “the school district is 
experiencing rapid growth and 
classrooms are needed. “We 
m ust have classroom s to 
reduce class size in order to 
maintain quality education in 
our schools. A bus would be 
purchased to replace the one 
that is 18 years old. The cost of 
this type of bus is $55,000 to 
$60,000. Major improvements 
are necessary at College School 
to bring the buildings up to 
minimum state standards. Fur­ 
niture and instructional equip­ 
ment would also be purchased 
for the new classrooms and 
library plus replacing old fur­ 
niture and equipment in our 
present rooms. ” 
What will happen if the bond 
issue does not pass9 The fact 
sheet said “as the enrollment 
increases the greatest concern 
would be scheduling some 
grades on double session. This 
not only creates problems at 
school but it would also affect 
homes on different schedules 


The informational material 
also noted that the bonds would 
be retired over a period of 15 


years to enable the taxpayers to 
pay less in interest. 
In answer to a question on the 
proposed tax rate, it was said 
that “with the present projec­ 
tions it is expected that the tax 
rate to retire the bonds in 15 
years will be 42-cents the first 
year. As the assessed valuation 
of the district rises the tax rate 
will be less in future years. 
“How much would be paid in 
taxes on a $50,000 home? 
formed another question. The 
answer: “ A home with a 
market value of $50,000 that is 
assessed 25 per cent of its 
market value or $12,500 would 
pay $52 50 the first year. As the 
assessed value of the district in­ 
creases, the tax rate would 
decrease. 
The sheet said the bond 
monies will be used for capital 
outlay purposes only. “They 
cannot be used for salaries or 
for general budget purposes. It 
is planned to build eight clas­ 
srooms Two of these would be 
portable and would be placed at 
College School The other six 
would be at Santa Ynez School 
with two of them converted into 
a library for immediate use. 
The bond issue facts material 
also noted that pending passage 
of the bonds, the buildings 
would be available for use in 
September 1978 and noted that a 
two-thirds majority affirmative 
vote was necessary for the 
bonds approval.

"Never before has a Soviet team com­ 
peted in actual league play where the 
results counted in the standings,” said 
Jim Jorgensen, president of the Penn­ 
sylvania Keystones, which will host the 
Soviet franchise 
"This is sports history in the making 
and another important step in building a 
continuing spirit of cooperation with the 
Soviet Union." he said 
The team will be led by world class 
stars Alex Metreveli and Olga Morozova 
Other players named to the team were 
Natasha Chmyreva, Teimurz Kakulia 
and Vadim Borisov 
A third woman 
player will be added at a later date. 


"This is a great opportunity tor us," 
Metreveli said. "There have been many 
Soviet athletes and teams competing in 
the United States, but this will be the 
first time a Soviet team will actually 
compete in a regular season where 
standings and statistics are kept " 
The team is scheduled to play four 
matches at the Spectrum in Philadelphia 
and two in Atlantic City, N.J. Jorgensen 
said the Soviets will play matches "in as 
many American cities as possible "

They will be inducted at the 
Cooperstown, N Y., shrine on 
Aug 8 along with Ernie Banks, 
the baseball w riters’ choice, 
and Al Lopez, Joe Sewell and 
Amos Rusie, who were voted in 
by the veterans committee. It 
also was announced the Special 
Committee on Negro Leagues 
would be disbanded. 


Cam panella. the Brooklyn 
Dodgers’ heavy-hitting catcher 
who was elected by the baseball 
writers to the Hall of Fam e in 
1969, recalled his bat boy days 
with a semipro team in Atlantic 
City and the figure of John 
Henry Lloyd. 


“ He was at the end of his 
career when I was there,” 
Campanella said by telephone 
from a New York hospital 
where he is recovering from a 
s u c c e s s fu l o p e ra tio n fo r 
ulcerated buttocks. “ He was 
playing first base at the time. 
But I had heard the name and 
he was truly a ¿teat player and 
a credit to baseball. God bless 
him ."

WASHINGTON - President Jimmy 
Carter has just about given up hope of 
keeping energy prices under control. 
Sources in the eye of the controversy 
tell us that the president will concentrate 
first on providing the nation with enough 
energy to keep its homes warm and its 
factories 
operating. 
Then he will worry 
about how to finance 
it. 
The cost could be 
terrifying. 
Here are 
the president’s own 
grim expectations, ac- # 
cording to sources 
fa m ilia r w ith his 
thinking: 
—Carter will try to 
keep a hold on the 
regulatory levers. But 
he believes it will be 
necessary to let up on 
the levers to produce 
the necessary natural 
gas and fuel oil. 
— The p r e sid e n t 
recognizes unhappily that his proposed 
$31.2 billion economic stimulus will 
merely finance an upsurge in oil and gas 
prices. The $50 tax rebates he has 
promised all Americans will go to pay 
higher fuel bills 
—Realistically, he expects the upward 
push to defy his efforts to hold down oil 
and gas prices. The icy weather has also 
shriveled winter crops, killed off 
livestock, forced factory layoffs, closed 
schools and caused extensive damage. 
This could throw his economic program 
into a tailspin before he can get it 
launched. 
—The president is aware that turning 
down the White House thermostats to 65 
degrees may be a small gesture But he 
will exert his moral leadership to per­ 
suade Americans to conserve energy 
Before the energy crisis is over, the 
citizenry may have to put up with some 
privations 
The energy controversy, meanwhile, 
continues to rage in the backrooms of 
Washington. Treasury experts have 
warned Carter in confidential briefing 
papers that the nation’s dependence on 
imported oil "will rise to about 50 per 
cent by 1986." The natural gas shortage 
will also continue for the next two 
winters, although new wells may in­ 
crease the supply in the 1980s 
"The free market should be permitted 
to act upon the price, supply and de­ 
mand, both of crude oil and new natural 
gas.” the briefing papers urge 
'Hie 
higher prices, contend the documents, 
"would tend to increase exploration and 
development, bring on additional supply 
and reduce demand ” 
But a confidential report prepared for 
Rep John Moss (D-Calif.) argues that 
higher energy prices would not lead to in­ 
creased oil and gas production 
Although oil prices have quadrupled 
since 1973. the report points out. 
domestic oil production has declined 
Natural gas prices have jumped a startl­ 
ing 760 per cent in the last 11 years, yet 
the industry still says it needs higher 
prices to encourage exploration.

There are no controls on the price of 
natural gas in Texas, the study notes, yet

"No amount of

EGYPTIAN CRISIS: A confidential 
report on Egypt’s economic crisis warns 
tersely that the Egyptian government 
"is simply unwilling to take any of the 
measures that are needed to even begin 
to put its economic house in reasonable 
order.” 
The nations that are trying to bail out 
President Anwar Sadat, therefore, "are 
reluctant to pour new money into Egypt 
in the absence of the n ecessary 
reforms." 
The United States now funnels an an­ 
nual $1 billion into Egypt to bolster 
Sadat’s government Yet more and more 


of the money is going "to finance con­ 
sumption instead of investment,” the 
report charges 
For example, the Egyp­ 
tian government spends $1 billion a year 
to keep food prices down. 
When Sadat cautiously tried to reduce 
this billion-dollar subsidy, riots erupted 
in the streets 
What worries U.S. 
policymakers is that Egypt’s economic 
deterioration might preciptate Sadat’s 
downfall They regard him as an able 
leader whose moderate policies have 
kept the Arab world from taking a sharp 
left turn 
ELIZABETH RAYS RETURN: On 
Inauguration Day, Elizabeth Ray quietly 
appeared on Capitol Hill for the first 
time since her sizzling confessions led to 
the downfall of Rep. Wayne Hays (D - 
Ohio). 
Hired by Hays as a clerk, she swore 
that her duties had more to do with love 
than ledgers Hays was an unpopular 
tyrant who controlled many House 
payrolls, such as the House police, 
restaurant workers, elevator operators 
and even the barbers and beauticians. 
The blonde sexpot was greeted by 
these House functionaries as if she were 
their great liberator With the unpredic­ 
table Hays gone, the tension has left the 
halls of the House, and she is given much 
of the credit. 
Footnote 
Elizabeth Ray. now a stu­ 
dent at American University in drama, 
was touched by the hugs, handshakes and 
soft hurrahs "I was glad to be treated so 
warmlv.” she told us. 


On the Right by William H. Buckley 
Carter after a fortnight 


The general feeling, a week or two 
having gone by, is that, with a little luck, 
the republic will survive a term in office 
by President Carter. In one respect he is 
entirely pleasing: he appears to be com­ 
petent. To be sure, he has not been tried 
by any international 
crisis. And his only 
domestic crisis was 
handling a "Playboy" 
in te r v ie w 
w ith 
himself, but that was 
before taking office. 
There is no real train­ 
ing for the exercise of 
the powers of the 
Presidency. 
So that 
one is never quite cer­ 
tain Richard Reeves, 
the talented political 
journalist, has said 
that the one thing the 
American people will 
not forgive a presiden­ 
tial aspirant is the air 
of incompetence. This 
Jimmy Carter does not have He moved 
into the White House as calmly as if he 
had been given a scheduled promotion. 
We are blessed, also, that he has not 
struck out on an ideological expedition, 
determined to scale Nirvana even if he, 
and his native bearers, die in the 
process. Most of the unreachable he has 
paid only the necessary rhetorical 
homage to: like the Pope talking every 
now and again about the unification of 
the flock We are not going to see the end 
of atom ic weapons, at least not until 
someone with powers more miraculous 
than Mr. Carter’s burrows his way into 
the hearts and minds of the Communists. 
Nor are we going to see the 
evenanescence of color 
When they 
chase the last white man out of 
Rhodesia, the white men will still 
patronize the fancy restaurants in 
Salisbury, even as they continue to do in 
Nairobi 
General Amin's war against 
Asiatics will be unaffected by the stric­ 
tures of Ambassador Andrew Young, and 
the tribes of Africa will notice a change 
in Rhodesia only only insofar as it makes 
instantly relevant which of them will 
prevail 
When one of them does, in­ 
stituting one man or one tribe rule, some 
at the U N 
will be chattering with 
satisfaction that "majority rule” has at 
last come to Rhodesia, 
In respect of the economy. Mr Carter 


is doing the routine things. It is not wide­ 
ly remembered that during the mid­ 
thirties John Waynard Keynes wrote a 
letter to President Roosevelt suggesting 
Keynesian remedies to cure the depres­ 
sion 
Roosevelt, whose academic in­ 
terests were limited to naval history, 
either did not understand, or did not pay 
any attention to. the letter from 
Britain's dazzling young economist who 
got a "thank you so much” letter in rep­ 
ly Later. Keynes criticized Roosevelt on 
the grounds that his deficit spending had 
not been done on a grand enough scale to 
put the American economy back to work. 
Mr 
Carter is subject to the same 
criticism today, and indeed the superan­ 
nuated labor union idealogues. who have 
not learned about the deficiencies of 
Keynesianism that most of the younger 
economists have learned, look at Mr. 
Carter’s projected economic program, 
as like Roosevelt’s, insufficient. In fact, 
Mr. Carter isn’t an ideologye, and 
doesn't believe such witchcraft has got 
itself anointed into the Humphrey- 
Hawkins Bill, which the boys in Congress 
devised as a Valentine to Senator 
Humphrey when he got sick. But, thank 
heaven, Hubert is better now. as is the 
economy in virtue of a certain resistance 
of his ministrations. 
It is of course a pity that President 
Carter has not addressed the principal 
problems of modern America. The high 
overhead of overweaning federal ambi­ 
tion and power. 
The lam entable 
authority of the courts over the questions 
of social morality The hard drive of the 
Soviet superpower to achieve what has 
aptly been labeled as the finlandization 
of the spirit One of these days, and it is 
bound to happen soon, the Soviet Ambas­ 
sador is going to look Carter in the face, 
smile as broadly as Carter ever did, and 
in answer to a most reasonable proposal 
will say: "No.” What, then, will Presi­ 
dent Carter do Will he commit mayhem 
against the Soviets in his heart. 
Remember, he has promised not to lie to 
us. 
Accordingly, we must wait and see. 
Some of the concrete measures Mr. 
Carter is taking, for instance the 
economy, are mistaken. 
But costly 
though they will prove, they are genial 
mistakes, so to speak, sins of the flesh, 
not of the spirit. And Conservatives are 
obliged to remind themselves that, after 
all. we did lost the election
